As a rule
these lerge antelope sllow the hunter to ap-
proach, esxpecially if he is down wind with-
in udistanee of 300 or 400 vards, standing
looking curiously at him. They then make
uway at a slow pace, vou ecanter after them
quietly, incressing your proximity to them,

After going a few hundred wyards they
renerally stand and look around acain.
Now is the time for 2 gzood shot, if yon
have got, as vou ought to have done, within
200 vards of them. After the first shot
they make offat & gallop and the hunter
raust ride his horse to keep up with them,
but it is cortainly better, if yon desire to
kill wrveral of a herd, not to press themtoo
closely, contenting vourself with shooting
from time t time ot a somewhat lonrer

Here 1 tried to purchase a cow
but the owner declared he would not part
with her unlesa he received two Martini-
Heury rifles with sufficient amnfunition.
One of the natives offered to guide us back
so we followed him.

- A Wonderful Fig Tres,

This morning I enme across a wild fig
trec with much ripe fmit. This fruit is of
asoft rose color, much smaller than the
garden fiz at home, quite as sweet, with the
seeds incide small and drr. These are often
much infested by ants, so that one has to be
ecaretul in  eating them. This carious tree
seerns to bave a habit of producing ripe
fruit 51 eny season of the vear. s

The only other incident of to-day's ride
was the appearance of an immense quantity
of baboons, the first that I bad happened to
see since I had landed in Afriea. These
were very wild and fled long before we got
at aull mear them. In the alternoon we
treked 14 miles to the Zimboe river. Here
I tound outspanned asmall party of three
men with donkeys, who were in a great
state of cxecitement at having seen close by
the rond n large bherd of elands, as they
number. Next morning

They
took a circalar course, and s=  we oeccupied
the inside of the circle, both Lee and 1 ob-
tained half s dozen good shots ench.  Alas!
we both shot very badly, not one was
brourht down, but T expeet an ostrich going

Callough, Tony Hart and so many other
well-known actors have done. That fright-
ful mental disease, one of civilization’s lat-
est achievements, is much talked aboud, and
men who find themselves aimlessly cutting
u?:its of paper or otherwise exhibiting
what are called pigns of incipient paresis
have taken to worrying about themselves.

Of those the poor go to
insane asylums to die, the rich ure taken to
die abroad. Nature, in her eflorts to make
man behave himself, never conceived mny-
thing more eftective or depreising than a
victim of paresis. It is strange, and seems
unjust, that in England paresis is as vet
comparatively unknown,

THE MINDS OF THE SEXES.

Observations of a Psychological Expert as
to Use of Words,
New York Times, )

A writer in 8 recent monthly magazine,
who, it would appear, might bave found
some better employment of his time, bas
been compiling some statistics as to the
relative use of words by women and men,
He experimented by asking s class in
psychology composed of 25 of each sex to
write out rapidly a cerlain number of
words and to pecord the time. By looking
over the lists submitted, he deduces that
women repest one another's words much
more than do the men.

According to the professor, “the female
students use only 1123 different words,
while their male eclassmates use 1,375
Again, the former wrote bnt 520 unique
worde, while the latter have written 746,
With regard to clusses, the women show
difterent preferences from the men. The
repetitions in names of articies of apparel
and of interior turnishings preponderate
with the women, but they have a much
larger number of such words altogether;
similarly, the men have more repetitions in
the names of animals and mention more
such names." .

THE FASTING IN INDIA.

Every Year Some Freak Comes to the
Froot and Beats Sucei's Record.
Fasting indeed. Mr, Panachand Parakh,
referring in the Times of Judia to recent
long fasts in Occidental ecountries, says that
in India fasts of 30 to 40 days are common
among the Jains, from among whom once in
each vear some individual comes forward
and undertakes to° fast 30, 40 or even 60
davs. They do Lhis with nothing but warm
water to drink, and will die rather than
taste food during the preseribed period.
Quite recently two Jains of Bombay fasted,,
one for 61, the ather for 48 days, at the end .
of whieh time, baving been congratulated
by 25,000 Jains who went for the purpose,
they recommenced taking food in the man-
ner preseribed by their own books and

Shastras.

On Seplember 22, in commemorafion of
this event, all the chief bazaars in Bombay
were closed, and about 5,000 Jains, male
and female, fasted all duy, while a large
um was spent in securing the release of
cows and other animals from the slaughter

A Stamp Tax Upon Mistrosses for the Bene-
fit of the Servants,
New York Times.]

An American woman who has been liv-
ing for some months in & German family in
Berlin saw the practical working of one of
the young Emperor’s reforms. It dates
back two or three vyears, and smacks
strongly of Bellamyism. Every servant
keeps a little book, to which every week
the mistress employing her must contribute
s five-cent stamp provided by the Govern-
ment for that sole purpnse.

IOW LEAN PEOPLE CAN GET FAT

There it no denying the fact that the grip
has paid us its annual visit again, and its
prevalency is becoming so epidemic that
the Christmas holidays were robbed of half
their enjoyment. The peculiar atmospheric
changes which generally take place during
the month of December create colds and
sore throats on every side, and develop the
disease germs of the grip with wonderful
rapidity. A vwivid idea of the suffering
cansed by the grip last winter may still be
in the minds of many, so that words of pre-
caution may be eagerly heeded

Those who bhave had one attack of the
grip are not proof against it, as is the case
with many diseases, but on the contrary
they are more liable toa sgcond atiack.
The general health of the palient should be
kept good, and a few sanitary reculations
observed. The mouth and throat are the
places most susceplible to the attack of the
germs, and oene should look to these eare.
fully. No exposure of the throat or chest
should be allowed, and every precaution
should be taken to prevent colds. Although
the germs are in the air, and may be
breathed in through the nose or mouth at
any moment, they eanuot find lodgment
and favorable surroundings if the person 1s

FPhysical Vigor a Safegunrd.

In no disease is it more true than the
grip that a strong, healthy vigorous person
can throw off the germs successfully if he
is careful of hus health. The grip becomes
epidemic in places, The germs not only
float in the air, but are secrcted in the dust
of cities. They are carried from one housa
to another by various means. When,it is
prevalent in & town or city, extra precan-
tions are needed. Avpid those as much as

ible who are continually coughing.
on’t breathe the same air which sufferers
from the disease have expired. Bolil all of
the water which is used, for in some in-
stances the germs seem to be communicated
through the drinking water. Avoid the
night air a2 much as possible, for like ma-
larin germs the grip germs float in the night
air more than in the day. The wet, cloudy,
damp dag;a should be spent indoors as much
as e
inally, isolate every member of the
family that is taken down with a eold, from
the others. 1Ifthe children in the publie
echools are suffering from severe dolds and
the grip, teachers should order their parents
tokeep them home. When the first s¥mptoms
of o slight cold manifest themselves, act
promptly. Take s good dose of quinine,
and go to bed early, and wrap up in the
blankets to haven good sweat, or drink a
bowl of hot lemonade, with a lttle rum in
it, soak the leet in hot water, and retire, If
this does not break the cold on the follow-
ing morning keep in the hounse, and get a
physicisn to preseribe for you. Rest for
days will often do more good than medi-
cine.
Epidemies of Other Discases,

diseases become epidemie, which are more
fatal than the first complaint. Pneumonia
is the most common, and where it sets in
where the grip has enfecbled the person,
death is pretty aptto follow.

Fhysieal Fdueation in the Sehools,

Some 12 years ago the 'W. C. T. U. made
an effort to introduce in the publie school
system, instruction in physiology and hy-
giene, with special reference to the efleet
of gtimulants and narcotics upon the human
system. They succeeded in this Siate, and
indeed, all bur nine of the States have
adopted the 1Aw, and so successful was the
Union in its influence upon the publie
schools that it has just now made a new de-

arture. It is euse“oriug to develop the
ndividual scholars “all around”” by devot-
ing part of their time to physical ethica.
Professorships in the schools devoted en-
tirely to the system of edueating and de-
veloping the body are being established in
some of the schools through the efforts of
the Temperance Union. The physical
ethics course will consist of instructionsin
physiology, hvgiene, vital chemisiry and
physieal teaching. :

The chief idea contained in thiz new de-
parture is to enforee upon the minds of the
young the idea of perfect physieal develo
ment as the foundation of all syceess in life.
